He Denies That There Iv Aoy Senti­ 
ment In Favor of Repudiation— Lit­ 
tle Accomplished In the House—

W ashington, Dec. 15.—The final vote 
OU the immigration bill will be taken 
in the senate next Thursday at 4 p. 
rn. Little doubt is entertained as to 
the passage of the measure, and as it 
already has passed the house it will be 
in conference before the holidays. 
Mr. Allen’s speech protesting against 
intemperate criticism of populism in 
Nebraska led to a passage between him 
and Mr. Hoar. In the course of Mr. 
Allen’s remarks he paid 
a 
glowing 
tribute to William J. Bryan as the fore­ 
most citizen of Nebraska, and the 
greatest orator since the days of Web­ 
ster and Clay. Later in the day Mr. 
Chandler and Mr. Mitchell had a good­ 
natured encounter. 
Senator Teller (Col.) made his ap­ 
pearance on the floor of the senate for 
the first time since the session opened 
Mr. Teller was cordially greeted by his 
associates on both sides of the chamber 
Senator Allen addressed the senate 
on a resolution introduced by himself 
last week declaring the inviolability of 
contracts. 
He said that neither Kan­ 
sas, Nebraska nor 
any 
other state 
which had returned Populist electors 
was on that account to be classed as 
revolutionary and regardless of the 
sacred nature of legal contracts and 
obligations. 
He 
assured 
eastern 
stockholders in western railroads that 
they had nothing to fear, and said west­ 
ern judges were equal in justice and 
intelligence to those of the east, and 
would hold the balance fairly between 
residents and non-residents.

Not Prepared to Order the Issue of Gold 
Certificates. 
Washington, Dec. 15.—Secretary Car­ 
lisle has written a letter in reply to 
one on behalf of the Boston banks ask­ 
ing for the issue of gold certificates 
under the authority granted in sec­ 
tion 12 of the act of July 12, 1882. The 
secretary says: 
“I am not yet prepared to give the 
necessary order. 
It has been the ex­ 
perience of the department in the past 
that the normal increase of the gold re­ 
serve caused by the exchange of paper 
currency for gold is checked by the 
issue of gold certificates, and, in fact, 
upon various occasions, considerable 
amounts of gold have been withdrawn 
by the presentation of notes for re­ 
demption and immediately redeposited 
in exchange for gold certificates.

Aldermen Vote to Discontinue Proceed­ 
ings nod Call For Lawyers’ Bills, 
ae the Election Settled the Matter

Aldermen Heddles and Ko th man 
were the only absentees when Mayor 
Baines called the common council so 
order last evening. 
Briefly stated,the 
council: 
Adopted Alderman Burnham ’s resolution te r­ 
m inating the irater works litigation, and or­ 
dering the city clerk to ask the special counsel 
for their bills for services, etc. 
Canvassed the vote of the special election, re 
porting th at the whole number of votes cast 
was 1,150—of which 721 were against bonding 
the city, and 429 in favor of bonding the c ity - 
giving a m ajority against bonds, of 292. 
The appointm ent of John W. Hogan and John 
Brown as special police, and A. W. Bauman 
aa a call member af the Are departm ent were 
confirmed. 
Bills were paid; reports were heard ; Leopold 
Koesten’s saloon license was transferred to C. 
E. Herm ann, and the council adjourned. 
Reading the minutes was dispensed 
with, and the application of Leopold 
Koesters to transfer his saloon license 
to 0. B. Hermann, was referred to 
the license committee, Cheir man Stod­ 
dard reporting favorably on the same 
later on. 
Chairman McLean of the 
judiciary committee also reported fa­ 
vorably on the bond, and it was ac­ 
cepted. 
Chief Spsneer announced the ap­ 
pointment of August W. Baumann as 
a ‘ ‘call” member of the fire dep»< t- 
ment, to aet as engineer of the fire 
steamer, and the appointmant was 
confirmed. 
The reports of the school board and 
municipal court were reported a6 cor­ 
rect by Chairman McLean of the judic 
iary committee, and Chairman Stearns 
of the school committee.
